“ We shall wait and see — and 
don’t be surprised if some day we 
find o u r s e l v e s compelled by 
events to send our troops back 
to the Middle East and you Amer­ 
icans find that you have to ac­ 
company us on such a mission. 
1 It’s up to you now to take the 
lead.” 


WHAT A STRONG position such 
a course of self-denial now gives 
the British 
and 
French 
in 
the 
world situation 
of 
today! 
They 
have shown 
good 
judgment 
in 
yielding to the pressures of moral i 
i force. They have imposed no con- 
j ditions on 
their 
withdrawal 
of 
troops from Egypt. They have put 
it up to the United Nations in gen­ 
eral and the United States in par- 
| ticular to find 
some 
way 
of 
making Dictator Nasser behave. 
They have, by example, challenged 
the Soviet Union to withdraw its 
! armed forces from other coun­ 
tries where they are not wanted. 
Unfortunately, history is on the 
side of the realistic 
British 
and 
French. They themselves dilly-dal­ 
lied in vain with 
Hitler 
in 
the 
i 1930's. Their spokesmen 
argued 
eloquently against rash steps that 
might lead to war. 
They debated in the League of 
Nations a b o u t imposing “sanc- 
i tions” against Dictator Mussolini 
I upon his invasion of Ethiopia but 
no agreem ent was reached. 
In the eld. military force had 
to be used when 
Hitler violated 
the territorial integrity of Poland 
which Britain had guaranteed to 
defend. 
Today Britain as a member of 
the United Nations is joined with 
America and France and other 
members in guaranteeing the right 
I of “ Hungary and other so-called 
; “ satellites” of the Soviet Union to 
J live in independence. 
The Atlantic Charter 
of 
1942 
pledged the right of self-govern- 
j ment to the nations of Eastern 
I Europe. Mr. 
Dulles last 
Sunday 
reminded Moscow of its signature 
on that pledge. 


THE ISSUE is in a sense the 
same today that it was in 
1939. 
Will the United 
Nations 
falter 
as did the league’’ 
It will be argued that the League 
failed prim arily because America 
was not 
a 
member 
and 
hence 
there was no way of telling in 
advance wh e t h e r the military 
force of the United States would 
be thrown into the balance on 
the side of the victims of ag­ 
gression. 
This gave Hitler an advantage 
i he was quick to seize. It may 


even have unwittingly encouraged 
his acts of aggression. 
President Eisenhower and Sec- I 
retary Dulles have just told the 
world that the chances of peace 
They may be good if the world can 
be assured soon that the United 
States has a resolute policy of 
j 
moral force and is not going to 
flounder. 
The temptation is to steer 
in 
the middle, trying to d e c i d e 
whether to risk antagonizing Nas­ 
ser or to placate him 
and the 
Arabs and whether to be firm or 
stand by weakly while the Soviet 
Union refuses to let even the ob­ 
servers of the 
United 
Nations 
get into Hungary for an inspec­ 
tion visit. 


ONE THING the United States 
cannot afford to do — to cringe 
before the perpetrators of injustice 
just because they 
are 
big 
and 
powerful. 
Moral force requires courage. It 
m eans that a government or an 
alliance or an organization like the 
United Nations must be prepared 
to carry through with its resolu­ 
tions even if it involves military 
force as a. last resort 
The United Nations at the mo­ 
ment is a cumbersome institution. 
It has taken lying down rebuff 


after rebuff from the Soviet Union, 
especially in the Korean war. 
The end result now could be the 
utter failure of the U.N. to make 
its moral force effective. 
Then there would have to be 
reliance on the famous Article 51 
of the U.N. Charter which autho­ 
rizes defensive alliances like the 
North Atlantic Treaty 
Organiza­ 
tion. 
It is significant that the NATO 
council is meeting in Paris this 
week 
and 
Secretary 
Dulles 
is 
planning to attend the sessions. 


THE EMPHASIS is supposed to 
be on the non-military and poli­ 
tical aspects of the alliance — how 
to strengthen it. Actually, what 
NATO can be is an alternative 
to the U N. 
It can be 
the 
instrument 
of 
m ilitary force that influences a 
peaceful settlement in Europe or 
else it can be the alliance that 
fights World War IIL 
Nobody 
can 
say yet 
whether 
moral force will succeed but if the 
U.N. allows itself to be pushed 
around and shows no teeth now. 
then the outbreak of World War 
III through some explosive inci- 
' dent may be confidently predicted 
as inevitable in the n e x t few 
years.

An average of 
25 members from each state who 
have won the honor of being se­ 
lected as the state winner in their 
project group are privileged to at­ 
tend. These projects range from 
livestock and clothing to public 
speaking, and many others. 
“The delegates are privileged to 
hear some of the top speakers 
in the country on youth prob­ 
lems—such as Dr. Evelyn Duvall, 
author and consultant in family re­ 
lations. In a talk on “ Growing Up 
In Today’s World.” she stressed 
the importance of sitting down with 
your family and discussing t h e 
problems of youth growing up. 
Youths from many nations 
told 
frankly of their problems and had 
them discussed by the entire as­ 
sembly, knowing that many other 
youths shared the same problems. 
“ The International F o r e i g n 
Youth Exchange program was de­ 
scribed by “IFY E ’s” themselves 
as a bridge of understanding and 
fellowship amoung all the nations 
of the world. 
“ Dr. W i l l i a m II. Alexander, 
speaking on the subject ‘Life’s 
Quiz Program ,’ assured the dele­ 
gates not to fear the future for we, 
the youths of America, are the fu­ 
ture. And he told us to start early 
to make the future what we want­ 
ed it to be. Continuing, he said. 
‘Show me one juvenile delinquent 
and I will show you IOO youths who 
will be the outstanding citizens of 
tomorrow.’ 
“This was not all work and no 
play, for we had more fun rammed 


into one week than the average 
person finds in a year. We en­ 
joyed such things as a tour 
of

“ We were the only ambassadors 
to take back the experiences and 
knowledge we had learned to our 
homes to those who were not priv­ 
ileged to attend. We were given a 
preview of what the future ex­ 
pected of us.

New Utility Project 


Wellsville City Council Tuesday 
night passed a resolution by a 4-1 
vote, authorizing the Ohio Power 
Co. to begin work on installation 
of new street lights in the vicinity 
of the public schools. 
The work will be incorporated in 
the new installations section of the 
street lighting agreement now be­ 
ing prepared for legislation. 
The new installations were made 
possible by passage of an addition­ 
al 0.9-mill levy at the general elec - 
1 
tion. 
Councilman Robert Taggart cast 
the dissenting vote. 
Councilmen 
Dominick Dash and Allan Baldwin 
were 
absent. 
Taggart 
said 
he 
wants to see the entire project of 
revamping the city’s lighting sys­ 
tem started all at once. 
Harold Neff of the utility said 
the entire project, which he termed 
“ roughly a $40,000 job.” should be 
completed by July I. The city will 
have a 10-year contract with the 
firm. It was pointed out the an­ 
nual cost will be 
approximately 
$14,800 when the new installations 
are finished. 
The street and light committee 
prepared the report submitted to 
Council for the changes with the 
aid of Ohio Power. It was pointed 
out the changes can be made with­ 
out any transform er changes. 
The work around the schools will 
include: 
Center St., between 9th and 10th 
Sts., install five 400-candlepower 
street lights and remove one 250- 
candlepower light; 9th St., between 
Main St. and Broadway, 
install 
four 400-candlepower lights and re­ 
move two 250-candlepower lights; 
Main St. near lith St., install five 
600-eandlepower lights and remove 
three 250-candlepower lights; lith 
St. and Riverside Ave., increase 
the size of the existing light from 
IOO to 250-candlepower, and 18th 
St., between Commerce St. a n d 
Clark Ave., install seven 400-can­ 
dlepower lights and remove two 
100-candlepower and two 250-can­ 
dlepower lights. 
Lights already in. which were 
Included in the proposal, include 
four 600-candlepower lights on Lis-; 
bon St. between 1st and 2nd Sts. 
and three 600-candlepower

An educational aid program to 
encourage and financially assist 
qualified and ambitious high school 
graduates in their college train­ 
ing is being developed by the Tar 
Products Division of Koppers Co., 
Inc. for its new Arroyo plant, it 
was announced today by R. R.

Breen, 20-year-old grad of Cort­ 
land, N. Y. Teachers College, was 
clocked in 17 minutes 52.9 seconds 
breaking the old m ark set earlier 
this year by Australia’s Murray 
Rose at 17:59.5. 
Rose has won a trial heat in 
tfcie 1,500-meter event earlier in the 
day in 18:04.1, breaking the old 
Olympic record. 
The meeting of Breen and Rose 
in the 1.500-meter final Friday is 
expected to be one of the most 
interesting races in the Olympic 
Games. 
Russia's w o rn e n’s 
gymnastic 
team has been piling up points all 
through the long day but the U.S. 
swimmers were doing their best 
to keep Uncle Sam out front in 
the unofficial point table. 
Five women broke the Olympic 
record in the trials for the 400- 
m eter free style race with Aus­ 
tralia’s Lorraine Crapp clocked in 
5:00.2, 
the 
best 
time. 
Among 
those to smash the old standard 
was Marley Shriver of Glendale, 
Calif, who was timed in 5:07.6. 
Sylvia 
Ruuska 
of 
Berkeley, 
Calif, also qualified for Friday’s 
final with Miss Shriver, three Aus­ 
tralians, two Hungarians and a 
French girl. Susan Gray of Wash­ 
ington 
was 
eliminated 
although 
she finished second to Miss Crapp 
in her heat. 
America picked up 17 points in 
the five yachting events finally 
completed today after seven days 
of competition. The United States 
won the Star Class with Kathleen, 
skippered by Herb Williams of 
Evanston, 111. and John Marvin 
of 
Marblehead. 
Mass. 
finished 
third in the Dinghy Finn Class. 
The other point - winner for Uncle 
Sam was Rush IV, skippered by 
Ferdinand Schoettle, Jr. of Phila­ 
delphia which finished fourth in 
the 5.5-meter class.

The Russian women piled it on 
in gymnastics, taking 17 points in 
one event, the vaulting horse with 
a 1-2-5 finish in the competition 
won by Larisa Latyina.
